Soon after Johnson disappeared 


volunteer crews, CCC and WPA 
workers, and state mining depart- 
ment officials began draining the 
pool of water in the mine so they 
could go beyond to search for him. 
As a week rolled by and little pro- 
gress had been made toward find- 
ing him, hope that he would be 
found alive was virtually aband- 
oned. 


Early today, when the pool had 


been pumped to a depth of three 
feet, a weary group of 20 men 
decided they could go beyond the 
pool. 


Four or five men, led by Mike 


Stanko and Carl Weatfall, two vet- 
eran miners, and Omar McNeff, 
who was in the mine with John- 
son when he disappeared, waded 
through the pool. 


Beyond the pool, a 
slate 
fall 


blocked their path. It was precar- 
ious work but one by one they 
squeezed through a hole scarcely 
large enough for a man. At any 
moment they might 
have 
been 


trapped under additional falls of 
rock. 


Once past the barrier, they pro- 


ceeded slowly. Someone heard a 
sound. They stopped. It 
was 
a 


faint human cry. They rushed for- 
ward again and behind a second 
slate fall they found Johnson, con- 
scious but barely alive. 


Stanko ran back to the mouth 


of the mine.

$25 annually and levy a (5 tax 
on each worker employed. 


Tax Provided 


A three per cent tax on the gross 


earnings of professional workers 
also is provided. 


Motorists could be taxed one- 


half the amount paid for their 
license plates and beer and liquor 
retailers could be assessed 
one- 


half the amount paid for their li- 
censes. 


In anticipation of these tax rev- 


enues, commissioners could issue 
short term notes bearing four per 
cent interest to raise immediate 
funds.

Doubtless East would not have put 
up his Ace."
